Bourrees of illegal liquor supply. 
How Permits Granted 
“ No permit for 
the 
importa­ 
tion of spirits will be granted,” 
the regulations stated, “ until the 
amount of such liquor in distil­ 
leries or other bonded warehouses 
shall, in the opinion of the com­ 
missioner 
of 
internal 
revenue 
have been reduced so that addi­ 
tional supplies shall 
be 
neces­ 
sary to- supply the current need 
thereafter for all non-beverago 
use's. 
No permit for the impor­ 
tation of wine shall be granted 
until In tire opinion of the com­ 
missioner of internal revenue the 
wine for non-beverage use pro­ 
duced in this country is not suf­ 
ficient to meet such non-bever­ 
age needs.” 
Regulating Supplier 
In determining the supply of 
spirltons and vinous liquor the 
regulations 
declared 
that such 
distinction will be made between 
the various kinds as may be nec­ 
essary to insure a sufficient sup­ 
ply for the various needs and in 
the case of wine for sacramental 
purposes importation will be p e r ­ 
mitted upon the affidavit of a 
rabbi, minister 
or 
priest 
that 
there is not sufficient domestic 
supply of the particular wine re­ 
quired. 
Except as to sacramental wine 
the regulations provide that -a 
basic permit to Import, withdraw 
and use may be granted only to 
one using liquor for manufactur­ 
ing or other lawful non-beverage 
purposes and a basic permit to 
import, withdraw and sell may be 
granted only to a wholesale or re­ 
tail druggist. 
Other 
persons, 
the regulations added, may ob­ 
tain permits 
to 
Import, 
with­ 
draw and sell sacramental wine 
and to import and sell other liq­ 
uor with withdrawal by means of 
customs warehouse receipts. 
Expiration 
The ijegulations further pro­ 
vide that all permits to purchase 
intoxicating liquors shall expire 
thirty days after date of approv­ 
al except Importation permits and 
permits to purchase alcohol for 
manufacfurlng or 
selling 
which 
shall expire ninety days after date 
of approval and ermits to pur­ 
chase wine or 
distilled 
sprits

Major D uncan died in 1806, when 
his son Joseph was
